Alberta’s NDP government 
will officially take the reins 
of power on Sunday afternoon 
as Rachel Notley and her new 
cabinet are sworn in to their 
positions. 

Notley will drop “desig¬ 
nate” from her title and be¬ 
come Alberta’s 17th premier 
during the ceremony. She will 
also welcome 11 ministers to 
her cabinet. Outgoing Premier 


Jim Prentice governed with 
18 ministers. 

Notley said she’s excited to 
get to work on the platform 
her party promised Albertans. 

“We were elected with a 
clear mandate focused on job 
creation, cleaning up politics 
and government, stabilizing 
our health and education 
system and making our tax 
system a little more fair,” 
she said. 

The ceremony will take 
place outside on the front 
steps of the legislature at 
2 p.m. and the public is being 
invited to attend. 

Notley said her new 
cabinet will hold their first 
meeting next Wednesday in 
Calgary. 

“Cabinet will be meeting 
fairly regularly outside of the 
capital like this, so Albertans 
will be able to hear first hand

from Albertans,” she said. 

Notley also announced that 
all MLAs would be sworn in 
on June 1, with a short legis¬ 
lature session beginning on 
June 11, with the election 
of new speaker and then a 
speech from the throne on 
June 15.

Quest for a bike 
collision map 
changes route 
to city data

Two Edmonton cyclists are 
the first people — ever — to 
receive city-gathered data in 
electronic form rather than 
on the printed page, and it’s 
something they’re not taking 
lightly as the city moves toward 
its goal of open data. 

Conrad Nobert and Matthew 
Dance are collecting data dating 
back to 2005 on the number of 
collisions between cars and cyc¬ 
lists, or cars and pedestrians, 
in order to make a map of the 
collisions. 

To do so, they requested 
collision data from Edmon¬ 
ton through the Freedom of 
Information Act. 

But the two faced an uphill 
battle, since the city would 
initially only provide paper 
documentation. 

“Essentially we want to make 
a map that takes this compli¬ 
cated data in a way that makes 
it transparent and easily under¬ 
standable by anyone who wants 
to look at it,” said Dance. 

The reason it’s essential to 
get data in digital form is that 
it allows users to plug it in im¬ 
mediately rather than pains¬ 
takingly — and expensively 
— transcribing it. 

In short, it allows data to

be open. 

But the city shifted its ap¬ 
proach to paper versus digital 
recently, explained Laura Ken¬ 
nedy, director of Elections and 
Corporate Records with the city. 

“This is a first for us and ... 
we are reviewing our ability to 
do it in the future. We do have 
redaction software and we have 
to make sure that whatever we 
release either electronically or 
on paper, it protects personal 
information.” 

The FOIP Act requires per¬ 


sonal info be removed before 
data is released to the public. 
In the past, the city’s policy 
was to only release this data 
on paper, but that will be re¬ 
viewed September, according 
to Kennedy. 

And Dance said the shift is 
a big one. 

“The whole promise with 
open data and the Open City 
initiative is to engage citizens 
in matters of policy develop¬ 
ment. If we, as citizens, don’t 
have the same data that the

decision makers do then we’re 
not really engaged in the policy 
development process,” he said. 


Thanks to the released in¬ 
formation, Dance said they’re 
looking to partner with two 
developers and paying them 
$750 each to produce the online 
map that would provide people 
with extensive data about col¬ 
lisions between vehicles and 
others in the city. 

“I’m glad the City of Edmon¬ 
ton seems to be understanding 
of what we’re trying to do and 
that we’re actually engaged 
citizens and we want to be 
engaged.”

Mayor Don Iveson called foul 
Wednesday over chatter that he 
hasn’t supported the Edmonton 
Rush Lacrosse Club — and said 
the team’s problems are its own 
to solve. 

Rush owner Bmce Urban criti¬ 
cized the city and the mayor on 
Wednesday, and said his team 
may have to move if it can’t 
find a new place to play past the 
club’s 2016 lease at Rexall Place. 

The Rush has not secured an 
arrangement to play in the new 
downtown arena and North¬ 
lands is considering a repur¬ 
posing or possible demolition 
of Rexall Place. 

Urban said they would ap¬ 
preciate more help on the issue. 

“The Edmonton Rush has 
never been offered any kind 
of solution or consideration 
by Mayor Iveson or the City of 
Edmonton,” he said in his state¬ 
ment. 

But Iveson said he has 
attended many games and sup¬ 
ports the team, but can’t solve 
their arena problem. 

“We do not have control over 
where they would play. That’s 
something they would have to 
negotiate with one arena or the 
other.” 

Iveson said the long-term 
health of the team depends on 
attendance, which they have 
struggled with.

Assault leaves man 
in critical condition 


Chief agrees 
staffing

Edmonton police are propos¬ 
ing to add more than 300 of¬ 
ficers to their ranks over the 
next three years, but Chief 
Rod Knecht said Wednesday 
the force will have to find 
better ways to cope over the 
long term. 

“We’re just looking at ways 
to become more efficient as 
a police service so we don’t 
have these huge growth 
asks,” said Knecht. “I don’t 
think policing can continue 
to ask for resources year after 
year after year.” 

Knecht made the com¬ 
ments after a meeting with 
city councillors to review 
the force’s three-year busi¬ 
ness plan. 

Mayor Don Iveson was 
among several councillors 


who worried about the city’s 
ability to afford constant new 
hires. 

Iveson said the long-term 
solutions have to be more 
preventive work and meas¬ 
ures to make sure police 
aren’t also acting as social 
workers. 

“That is unsustainable, 
but the same thing is hap¬ 
pening in health care and 


that’s because we have a lot 
of vulnerable people in this 
province and this city who 
are not being looked after 
very well.” 

Knecht agreed and said po¬ 
lice have been too willing to 
take on responsibilities that 
really shouldn’t be theirs. 

“We have to start pushing 
back and saying that’s not 
our job, that’s not our busi¬ 


ness,” he said. 

The business plan raised 
some concerns about the de¬ 
partment’s ability to recruit 
enough officers to feed the 
growing need, but Knecht 
said it’s achievable if they 
put in the effort. 

“We have to sell ourselves 
and market ourselves a lot 
better and we haven’t done 
that at all historically.”

Trek to Everest 
an opportunity 
to use his skills

Justin Chan, who’s from Cal¬ 
gary, studied in Edmonton but 
now works in Seattle, was sup¬ 
posed to fly into Nepal earlier 
this month for a 16-day trek 
to the base camp of Mount 
Everest. 

But the adventure the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta trained occu¬ 
pational therapist had trained 
three months for was inter¬ 
rupted by the 7.9 magnitude 
earthquake that hit the Hima¬ 


layan country, and his plans 
flipped from tourism to service. 

“I just thought, ‘You know, 
I think I should just volunteer 
and find a place that needs 
help,’” Chan told Metro. 

“I just felt like I could make 
myself more of a use out there.” 

Since he arrived, Chan has 
been working with Handicap 
International, a not-for-profit 
organization that provides re¬ 
habilitation care to disaster 
survivors. 

He’s now seeing 10 to 14 
patients a day. 

His focus is on assisting 
patients with crush injuries, 
spinal cord and head injuries, 
fractures and lost limbs, while 
teaching families how they 
can help victims relearn basic 
everyday functions they might 
have lost due to the injury. 


“Acute care surgeons and 
emergency responders are 
important for saving lives, 
while therapists both physical 
and occupational are import¬ 
ant for the restoring of func¬ 
tion and motor control, with 
the goal for victims to return 
home to their families and to 
be productive again,” Chan 
explained. 

With his time in Nepal 
quickly coming to an end — 
he’s supposed to return state¬ 
side at the end of the week — 
Chan said he’s happy he was 
able to do something to help. 

“If I didn’t come here I 
would’ve regretted it and been 
distracted — say, had I chosen 
another destination,” he said. 

“I definitely would not have 
had as much fun as I did out 
here.”

Housing apriority, Notley vows 


Rachel Notley pledged Wed¬ 
nesday to make changes to 
the government’s housing of 
disadvantaged Albertans in 
squalid motels in Edmonton 
quickly. 

Notley, who becomes 
premier Sunday, said she 
wasn’t aware the practice, 
first revealed by Metro, was 
taking place, but it will be a 
priority when her cabinet is 
sworn in. 

“I was certainly very 
troubled that this appears to 
be a practice about which the 
public knew very little up to 


this point,” she said. “I will 
be asking the minister who is 
appointed to human services 
to make that issue a priority 
and to get briefed on it and 
find out what we can do to 
ameliorate that situation.” 

Metro revealed this week 
that the government has been 
housing people on social as¬ 
sistance in motel rooms for 
months at a time, with in 
many cases mould, bed bugs 
and mice. 

An Edmonton Police initia¬ 
tive, dubbed Project Watch, 
brought the issue to light after 


initially looking into higher 
levels of crime and disorder 
around certain properties. 

“It’s not something that any 
government should be proud 
of,” Notley said. 

Edmonton councillor Scott 
McKeen said Tuesday the solu¬ 
tion to the problem is perma¬ 
nent affordable housing. 

Notley said she agrees. 

“My view last summer was 
that affordable housing was 
going to be an issue by now 
with the slowdown in the 
economy,” she said.

“You will be turned away 
if you don’t bring them. But 
I’ve got a great pair of Michael 
Kors, so I’m just fine,” McNeill 
joked from France on Wed¬ 
nesday. 

McNeill is in Cannes meet¬ 
ing with filmmakers, produ¬ 
cers and artists from around 
the world in an effort to get 
her wintery feature, Gillian’s 
Just Right, made. 

While there, she stumbled 
into something of an inter¬ 
national controversy. 

Many are criticizing the 


film festival after Screen Inter¬ 
national reported several mid¬ 
dle-aged women were refused 
entiy to Sunday’s premiere of 
Todd Haynes’ romance, Carol. 

Why? They were wearing 
flat shoes. 

The red carpet at Cannes is 
highly regulated by tradition. 
Men must wear tuxedos with 
bow ties and black shoes, and 
women are expected to wear 


dresses with heels. 

The dress code isn’t explicit¬ 
ly spelled out by the festival 
but is enforced by security 
guards or “hosts.” 

Festival spokeswoman Chris¬ 
tine Aime suggested the event’s 
staff had made a mistake. 

“There is no specific men¬ 
tion about the height of the 
women’s heels as well as for 
men’s,” Aime said of Cannes’ 


dress code. “Thus, in order to 
make sure that this rule is re¬ 
spected, the festival’s hosts and 
hostesses were reminded of it.” 

McNeill welcomes the oppor¬ 
tunity to wear flats at Cannes. 
“I don’t think my feet have 
ever hurt this much in my life,” 
she said. 

Thanks to a crowdfunding 
campaign, McNeill is in France 
to find a co-producer and fi¬ 


nancial support for her film 
and has been surprised at the 
rewards this has reaped. 

“As unattainable as Cannes 
sounds, the film industry is not 
that elitist. It is attainable,” 
she said. 

McNeill hopes she can start 
filming the psychological hor¬ 
ror in January.

For just 30 minutes eveiy day, 
one Edmonton teacher wants 
his students to be bored. 

Dubbed “The Bored Game,” 
Crestwood School’s Thomas 
Fraser gets his class of Grade 
6 students to put away their 
devices, grab a random object 
and use their imagination to en¬ 


tertain themselves, all in hopes 
of cultivating their creativity. 

“Research says children need 
to be bored at least 20 minutes 
a day, and one of the best oppor¬ 
tunities to do that is at school,” 
Fraser said. 

He said he came up with the 
idea after researching the effect 
technology has had on chil¬ 
dren’s attention span. 

“It’s like a forced boredom, 
so they have to get creative 
or they’ll just sit there and do 
nothing.” 

Using random objects, like 
corks, popsicle sticks, plastic 
cups or sometimes even noth¬ 
ing, the students get 30 minutes 
to come up with a game to play. 

“Eventually, as the game gets 
going, they start to get really 


creative because they start to 
get the same object over and 
over again,” said Fraser, who’s 
on a teaching exchange from 
Australia. 

One unexpected outcome of 
the experiment has been grow¬ 
ing confidence in his students, 
Fraser said. 

“They start to get such a kick 
out of all the amazing things 
they’re coming up with them¬ 
selves — you start to get kids 
with great self-esteem because 
they’re coming up with all of 
these ideas that (other students) 
want to use,” he explained. 

For Fraser, watching his stu¬ 
dents exercise their imagination 
has been really inspiring. 

“The effect of it is quite amaz¬ 
ing,” he said.

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Girl fetus can up stress hormones: Study

The battle of the sexes may 
begin in the womb, according 
to one Alberta study. 

At the University of Cal¬ 
gary, Dr. Gerry Giesbrecht 
tested saliva samples from 295 
pregnant women in Calgary 
from 2010 to 2012. 

He found that levels of sali¬ 
vary alpha amylase (sAA) and 
cortisol — chemicals typically 
related to stress — are higher 
in pregnant mothers when 
carrying daughters. 

The higher levels of corti¬ 


sol and sAA were also associ¬ 
ated with lower birth weight, 
leading Giesbrecht to believe 
that the fetus is playing a 
role in its own evolution and 
physiology. 

“What we’re finding is 
that the fetus is getting the 
mom to collaborate on a fetal 
growth strategy,” he said. 

Giesbrecht said that in the 
womb, females balance their 
growth with preservation of 
resources, whereas males “try 
to get as big as possible before 


they’re born.” 

As a result of their adapta¬ 
tions, girls are born smaller 
on average but “way more 
male fetuses are spontaneous¬ 
ly aborted than females,” he 
added. 

“Fetal development is real¬ 
ly a conversation between 
mom and the baby,” said 
Giesbrecht. “The baby is giv¬ 
ing some signals to the mom 
about what mom should be 
doing.”

The Conservatives are keeping 
their grip on the pre-election 
steering wheel, agreeing to a 
third national debate — one 
to be held on Stephen Harper’s 
home turf in Calgaiy and fo¬ 
cused on the economy. 

The party announced Wed¬ 
nesday that it has accepted a 
proposal for a third federal 
election debate sponsored by 
the Globe and Mail and Google 
Canada. 

“We look forward to this op¬ 
portunity for voters to compare 
our plans to keep the Canadian 
economy strong to the tax-and- 
spend plans of the opposition,” 
spokesman Koiy Teneyclce said 
in a statement. 

Teneyclce has said Harper 
will participate in a total of five 
debates and has already given 


the nod to one in August hosted 
by Maclean’s magazine and an¬ 
other by the French language 
network TVA. 

The Conservatives shook up 
the debate scenario by walk¬ 
ing away from negotiations 
with the consortium of major 
TV networks that traditionally 


broadcast the leader faceoffs. 

They have emphasized that 
they would like to participate 
in debates on different media, 
since Canadians are consum¬ 
ing current affairs on different 
platforms. There are also stra¬ 
tegic considerations for the Con¬ 
servatives, who are focused on

highlighting the differences be¬ 
tween their longtime leader and 
Liberal Leader Justin Trudeau. 

A debate on the economy 
theoretically would favour Harp¬ 
er, who campaigned successfully 
in 2011 on the message that 
voters needed to stick with his 
stable government rather than 
try something new. 

“They want more opportun¬ 
ities for Trudeau to ‘shine’ in 
formats he might not be as re¬ 
hearsed for,” former Harper 
communications director An¬ 
drew MacDougall posted to Twit¬ 
ter Wednesday. 

So far, the New Democrats 
have said they are anxious for 
Leader Tom Mulcair to debate 
Harper no matter the venue. 
They have agreed in principle 
to the three debates Harper 
has endorsed, the Canadian press 


In the wake of the arrest of 10 
young Montrealers suspected of 
wanting to join jihadist groups 
overseas, an expert says more 
needs to be done to educate and 
counter the extremist rhetoric 
some Canadian youth have been 
eager to embrace. 

The 10 were detained last 
weekend at Montreal’s Pierre 
Elliott Trudeau International 
Airport and released without 
charge, after having their pass¬ 
ports seized. 

Reports in mid-January that 
six young people from the Mont¬ 
real area had left to join jihadist 
groups in the Middle East were 
followed by terrorism-related ar¬ 
rests in the city as well as author¬ 
ities successfully getting other 
people to sign peace bonds. 

One expert says it’s too soon 
to say if the arrests in Quebec 
this year mean the province is 
a more fertile hotbed for jihad 
recruitment. 

“We’ve had people leave for 
jihad from other provinces,” 
said Stephane Leman-Langlois, 
a criminologist and co-director 
of a group that studies radical- 
ization and violent extremism. 

Leman-Langlois, a professor at 
Universite Laval in Quebec City,

says what is particular about Que¬ 
bec is the increased surveillance 
by authorities since two terror 
attacks last fall with ties to the 
province. Another factor may 
be what he calls an anti-Muslim 
sentiment in the province. 

Educating youth is one key, 
but so is a clear strategy to fight 
the Islamic State of Iraq and the 
Levant’s online propaganda, says 
Andre Gagne, a Concordia Uni¬ 
versity religion professor. 

“The best way is to provide a 
different narrative,” said Gagne, 
who speaks on religious extrem¬ 
ism. “We need as a society to give 
hope to people, to help them find 
their meaning and their way.”

U.S. unveils seized 
bin Laden papers 


DECLASSIFIED DOCUMENTS 

Include letters 
to wife, terror 
applications 

During his years in hiding, 
Osama bin Laden urged fol¬ 
lowers to concentrate on at¬ 
tacking Americans and wrote 
bittersweet letters to one of 
his wives and his children, ac¬ 
cording to documents released 
Wednesday by U.S. intelligence 
officials. 

The documents were seized 
in the al-Qaida leader’s com¬ 
pound during the raid in which 
bin Laden was killed. More than 
100 were declassified and pub¬ 
lished online. 

The documents include a fill- 
in-the-blanlcs job application 
for terrorist candidates that 
ranges from typical questions 
about education and hobbies 
to “Do you wish to execute a 
suicide operation?” 

Altogether, the 103 papers 
and videos add new texture 
to the world’s picture of the 


mastermind of the Sept. 11 
terror attacks, much of it in 
his own words. 

They include videos and im¬ 
ages of letters in Arabic, with 
the English translations by in¬ 
telligence officials. 

The material was recovered 
in the May 2011 raid on bin 
Laden’s compound in Abbot- 
tabad, Pakistan, the Office of 
the Director of National Intel¬ 
ligence said. It said it was being 
made public after a rigorous 
review by government agen¬ 
cies, as required by a 2014 law. 

U.S. officials had said at the 
time of his death that they be¬ 
lieved bin Laden had become so 
isolated in his hideout that he 
no longer exercised the level 
of control over al-Qaida oper¬ 
ations that he had in the past. 

In one letter, bin Laden urges 
one of his deputies to inform 
“our brothers” they must keep 
their focus on fighting Amer¬ 
icans. Their “job is to uproot 
the obnoxious tree by concen¬ 
trating on its American trunk, 
and to avoid being occupied 
with the local security forces,” 


bin Laden writes. 

Another bin Laden letter 
mocks President George W. 
Bush’s “war on terror,” say¬ 
ing it had not achieved stabil¬ 
ity in Iraq or Afghanistan and 
questioning why U.S. troops 
were “searching for the lost 
phantom” — weapons of mass 
destruction in Iraq. No date is 
included on the U.S. translation. 

In a video letter to one of 
his wives, also described as 
bin Laden’s “last will,” he says, 
“Know that you do fill my heart 
with love, beautiful memories, 
and your long suffering of tense 
situations in order to appease 
me and be kind to me.” 

Among the documents is an 
al-Qaida job application that 
begins with the mundane, ask¬ 
ing applicants to “please write 
clearly and legibly.” 

It asks conventional ques¬ 
tions, such as has the applicant 
ever been convicted of a crime, 
before veering into more chill¬ 
ing territory, including: “What 
objectives would you like to ac¬ 
complish on your jihad path?”

a saviour 
to survive 



The Parti Quebecois chose 
media tycoon Pierre-Karl 
Peladeau as its leader last 
Friday, based on the belief 
he would breathe new life 
into the flagging cause 
of sovereignty and do so 
quickly. 

For the baby boomers 
who make up the back¬ 
bone of the PQ time to 
reach the coveted destina¬ 
tion of independence is of 
the essence. 

But unless the Bloc Que¬ 
becois rises from the dead 
next October, the first 
Quebec vote to take place 
on PKP’s watch will turn 
into yet another sovereign¬ 
tist wake. 

At this juncture, resur¬ 
recting the federal party is 
lining up to be a tall order. 

The Bloc has not been in 
first place in voting inten¬ 
tions since its 2011 defeat 
at the hands of the NDP. 
Provincewide, it usually 
ranks third behind the 
Liberals and the NDP, just 
ahead of the Conserva¬ 
tives. Because the Conserv¬ 
atives’ support is heavily 
concentrated in the larger 
Quebec City area, Stephen 
Harper’s party is currently 
favoured to win more seats 
than the BQnext fall. 

With only one MP run¬ 
ning for re-election and in 
the absence of a leader in 


the House of Commons, 
the Bloc has on occasion 
gone for weeks since 2011 
without rating more than 
a passing mention in the 
mainstream Quebec media. 

Almost a year into the 
tenure of sovereigntist ac¬ 
tivist Mario Beaulieu, the 
latest Bloc leader remains 
unknown to many Quebec 
voters. 

Most of them will see 
him in action for the first 
time on the podium of the 
French-language election 
debate(s) this year. His 
own election campaign, in 
a Montreal inner-city rid¬ 
ing currently represented 
by the NDP, is expected to 
be an uphill battle. 

The Bloc would need 
the political equivalent of 
divine intervention if it 
is to avoid being uncere¬ 
moniously consigned to 
the dustbin of history next 
fall. 

For many sovereignists, 
that divine intervention is 
expected to take the shape 
of an incoming PQ leader 
considered by more than 
a few of his followers to 
have the ability to walk on 
water. 

If he could, Peladeau 
might be tempted to 
pass on a potentially 
programmed-to-fail res¬ 
cue mission. He is a late 
convert to the merits of a 
sovereigntist presence on 
Parliament Hill. 

Early in his leader¬ 
ship campaign, he voiced 
doubts as to the relevance 


of the Bloc, only to have 
to backtrack in the face of 
a nascent backlash within 
party ranks. 

Now — and whether he 
likes it or not — the up¬ 
coming federal election 
is poised to be the first 
real-life test of his capacity 
to nurse sovereigntist for¬ 
tunes back to health. 

If only for the sake of 
the fractious movement he 
is trying to reunite behind 
him, Peladeau would be 
hard-pressed to sit out the 
federal campaign while 
the PQ’s sister party fights 
for its life. 

A fatal Bloc defeat 
would take wind out of 
Peladeau’s sails, but sitting 
on his hands while the 
federal ship sinks could 
compound the damage. 

PKP has, after all, prom¬ 
ised to make the pursuit of 
sovereignty his overriding 
concern. As it happens, 
that has also been Beau¬ 
lieu’s mantra. He has now 
taken to quoting his new 
PQ partner at every oppor¬ 
tunity. 

The Bloc is the only 
sovereigntist option on the 
federal ballot. In theory, 
voting for the party should 
be a no-brainer for anyone 
partaking in a PKP-induced 
sovereigntist revival. 

After all, when it comes 
to supporting sovereignty 
in the abstract, casting a 
ballot for the Bloc comes 
second only to telling a 
pollster that one would 
vote yes in the hypothet-

ical event of another refer¬ 
endum. 

As of last weekend, ac¬ 
cording to Leger Market¬ 
ing, the proportion of yes 
voters stood at 42 per cent 
and support for the PKP- 
led PQ at 34 per cent. If he 
has even a fraction of the 
power of attraction that 
his supporters believe, 
should not Peladeau’s 
presence in the sovereign- 
ist window bring enough 
traffic to the Bloc to keep 
it in business? 

Not that the PQdoes not 
have a script ready for any 
federal outcome. 

Over the past two dec¬ 
ades it has always cast the 
Bloc’s successes as great 
omens for sovereignty and 
its setbacks as meaning¬ 
less ones for its cause. The 
reverse has tended to be 
true.

To keep friendships, 
we need to embrace 
the complications 


This is the Age of Friendship. 

Perfect love has been outed 
as a lie, marriage is not obliga¬ 
tor, and sexual relationships 
can be as varied and short¬ 
lived as the weather. 

Families have been 
scattered across the globe, 
replaced by the rise of the 
“chosen family,” and Sta¬ 
tistics Canada has reported 
that we’re more likely to see 
friends over family in any 
given week. 

The friend is the dominant 
relationship of our time, and 
we’re gathering more of them. 
But don’t expect this era to be 
any less fickle. 

Yesterday, Statistics Canada 
revealed that the number of 
Canadians with three or more 
close friends rose to 75 per 
cent in 2013, versus 70 per 
cent in 2003. Among 25- to 
34-year-olds, 70 per cent have 
more than 10 other friends or 
acquaintances, up from 58 per 
cent a decade before. 

Yet no one tells you, when 
you start making all these 
friends, how frequently the 
relationships will change. 

Growing up, I believed 
friends would be the safety 
blanket of adult life, the 
constant, forgiving compan¬ 
ions. Lovers come and go, but 
friendship is forever, I was 
told. 

But it’s not always true. And 
we should be honest about it. 

Yes, there are efforts to 
show the complexity of friend¬ 
ships (the new novel Friend¬ 


ship, the best-friend breakup 
movie Frances Ha and the TV 
show Girls) but they’re hardly 
enough to dispel our assump¬ 
tions of the cemented, endur¬ 
ing friendship. 

And when I found myself 
one day realizing I was drift¬ 
ing from a friend I believed 
would love me forever, it was 
a shock. 

When I have moved cities 
and left behind people I saw 
daily, I’ve worried that it’s my 
fault if intimacy is lost. When 
close friends have fallen in 
love, when they’ve changed, 
or when I’ve changed, the 
friendship doesn’t hold steady. 
It morphs. And sometimes it 
dies. 

There’s hardly ever a clean 
break, the “it’s not you, it’s 
me” conversation, which 
Natalie Kon-yu, co-editor 
of a collection of essays on 
female friendships called Just 
Between Us, has noted. Shame 
over the loss can linger. It’s 
one thing for love to die, but 
who discards a friend? 

Yet in 2009, Dutch research¬ 
er Gerald Mollenhorst found 
that we do change friends 
— about half of them every 
seven years. 

If we want to keep the 
friends we have now, we’d 
better get real about how com¬ 
plicated those relationships 
can be. And if we should lose 
some of them, it shouldn’t be 
a source of shame. 

Life, and friendship, is just 
that messy. 
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Vow to keep it simple

constantly bombards us with re¬ 
minders of what we don’t have. 

Social media doesn’t help. 
James and Maiy both struggle 
with comparisons to their peers, 
but for Maiy those anxieties are 
amplified by Faceboolc.

Mike Steeves had spent eight 
years working on a novel when 
he received some advice from 
a writerly friend: Give it up. 

“I had been writing since I 
was quite young and hadn’t 
managed to accomplish any¬ 
thing to the degree that I kind 
of hoped,” says the Steeves, 
36, who fives in Montreal with 
his wife. 

Steeves followed the friend’s 
advice, and instead began to 
explore his feelings of failure 
surrounding the project — and 
the impact such an endeavour 
has on a relationship. 

The result is Giving Up, 
his debut novel released last 
week — a he-said-she-said stoiy 
following James and Mary, a 
youngish, middle-class couple 
living in an apartment in a 
never described city. 

James is obsessed with fin¬ 
ishing his “life’s work,” while 
Mary is consumed with James 
and their troubled efforts to 
start a family. 

The stoiy unfolds over a few 
hours as two seemingly ordin¬ 
ary events (a trip to the bank 
and a run-in with a stray cat) 
force them to confront each 
other and how their lives and 
relationship haven’t lived up 
to expectations. 

“I think the generation I 
belong to has been set up to 
expect perhaps more than is 
reasonable,” says Steeves, point¬ 
ing to a capitalist economy that

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“This was 
pointed out 
to me by my 
wife after 
she read the 
manuscript,” 
he says. “She 
said it’s pretty 
clear the book 
is more about 
James than it 
is about the two of them.” 

But it’s through this imbal¬ 
ance that the novel explores 
themes of the subtle misogyny 
that often still exist in a mod¬ 
em, heterosexual relationship. 

Mary at one point com¬ 
ments with annoyance how 
James thinks, “he is actually 
explaining my own thoughts 
to me so that I can understand 
them more fully.” 

And James ruminates over 
what he once saw as Mary’s 
dedication to his life’s work 
(“there was never a question 
that eveiything she did upstairs 
was in service to the work he 
is doing below”). 

“What it comes down to is 
James, and what he wants is 
veiy much rooted in a fiercely 
personal ambition. And you 
know, you could probably use 
another word to describe that, 
which is narcissism,” Steeves 
says. 

In contrast, Mary “needs 
other people to accomplish 
what she hopes to accomplish 
and so she’s necessarily reli¬ 
ant upon her husband in a 
way that he doesn’t believe he’s 
reliant on her — the emphasis 
being on believe.” 


Giving Up

Beneath 

the 

violence, 
debut 
novel is 
a tender 
love story 



At just 32, Danila Botha has 
lived in more places than most 
of us will ever dream of. 

The Johannesburg-born au¬ 
thor, who’s resided in South Af¬ 
rica, Israel and Canada, knows 
first-hand it doesn’t matter how 
many thousands of miles you 
travel, the old cliche is tme: You 
can’t escape your past. 

That harsh reality is at the 
core of Botha’s debut novel Too 
Much on the Inside, published 


by Quattro Books. Set in To¬ 
ronto’s gritty Parlcdale neigh¬ 
bourhood, the story burrows 
deep inside the heads of four 
20-somethings as they fumble 
through tumultuous relation¬ 
ships in hopes of finding hap¬ 
piness in their adopted home. 

The inspiration for the novel 
hit when Botha was living in 
Halifax for university. While 
on a bus, she met a young man 
who shared the stoiy of losing 
his daughter because of a crime 
he committed when he was a 
teenager. 

His sorrowful confession 
became the basis for Botha’s 
character Lukas, a Nova Scotian 


who hides the truth about his 
incarceration behind anger, 
often directed at his girlfriend 
Nicki, an Israeli bar server with 
her own secrets. 

While Botha — who spent 
childhood summers in Israel 
and taught there for several 
years — never experienced 
shocking violence like her char¬ 
acter, she does share conflicted 
feelings over what’s happening 
in her ancestral country. 

“I wanted to write about pol¬ 
itics but from a very personal, 
emotional point of view. I didn’t 
want to make a statement,” says 
Botha, who lives in Toronto. 

Nicki’s co-workers — the 


philandering 
Brazilian bar¬ 
tender Dez and 
the tough South 
African former 
ballet dancer 
Marlize — also 
struggle to move 
on. In particular, 
Marlize, who is still recovering 
from a horrific rape while liv¬ 
ing in Cape Town, a place Botha 
has grown to love despite its 
prolific crime. 

“Cape Town is such a beauti¬ 
ful city, but violence happens 
to people there eveiy day, all 
the time,” says Botha. 

“I was interested in writing 


not just about the attack, but 
what happens to people after. 
How do you go back to living 
life, or start a new life?” 

Despite its violence, Too 
Much on the Inside is real¬ 
ly a tender love story. While 
Botha enjoyed writing about the 
thrills of new relationships, she 
can’t imagine travelling back. 
“I’m more confident than I was 
in my 20s,” she says. 

“I don’t know if when you’re 
older you don’t have as much 
time to think about things, or 
you just get on with life, but 
I’m definitely happier.”

More and more people who gar¬ 
den these days put plants rath¬ 
er than seeds into the ground. 

In the old days, the arrival 
of warm weather would have 
us all dropping bean, beet, 
marigold and zinnia seeds 
into moist soil, then eagerly 
waiting for those first green 
sprouts. 

Go into any garden centre 
these days, though, and you 
can buy “cell packs” of robust 
bean, beet, marigold and zin¬ 
nia plants. And these are what 
many folks are planting. 

Buying transplants does, of 
course, give you a jump on 
the season. You’ll taste your 
first beans and smell your first 
marigolds sooner if you set out 
plants that were jump started 


BELIEF IN SEEDS 


Long history stands seeds 
in good stead 

Gardening is more won¬ 
drous when you see a seed 
sprout, but how do you get 
the faith that plants will 
grow from seed? Realize, 
first of all, that more than 
3 million years of evolution 
— the amount of time seed 
plants have been around — 
have been geared to mak¬ 
ing seeds better and better 


in a greenhouse. 

And many annuals — toma¬ 
toes, peppers, impatiens and 
pansies, to name a few — must 
have growth well underway in 
spring if they are going to put 
on a reasonable performance 
in summer. 

But a lot of plants — includ¬ 
ing nasturtiums, bachelor but¬ 
tons, corn and peas — don’t 
really need that jump start. 

The main reason fewer 


at sprouting. If that doesn't 
convince you, then just 
plant extra seeds wherever 
you want plants. Seeds are 
cheap, and you can remove 
excess plants once they're 
all up and growing. Suc¬ 
cess is further assured by 
starting with good seeds, 
planting them in soil that is 
moist and well aerated, and 
timing your plantings ac¬ 
cordingly.

people plant seeds these days 
is, perhaps, more serious: a 
lack of faith. 

People have trouble believ¬ 
ing that diy, apparently lifeless 
specks the size of a comma or 
this letter “o” will grow into 
fat, juicy carrot roots or 6-foot- 
high hollyhock towers. 

Once you have the faith and 
plant seeds, however, you reap 
practical benefits. 

Most obviously, seeds are 


cheap. For the same price as 
a single delphinium plant, 
you could buy enough seeds 
to create a garden full of del¬ 
phiniums. Most flowers look 
better planted in abundance 
anyway. 

With some vegetables, it’s 
just not practical to grow trans¬ 
plants. Beans, for instance: At 
the recommended spacing of 2 
inches apart, a modest, 10-foot 
row of beans would require 
about 60 plants, which is hard¬ 
ly a packet of bean seeds. So 
a cell pack of six bean plants, 
even a few cell packs, won’t 
put many beans on your plate. 

Another plus for planting 
seeds is the much greater se¬ 
lection offered. 

Rather than planting Ten- 
dercrop, the one bean variety 
you might find as transplants, 
you could plant seeds of Blue 
Lake or Kentucky Wonder or 
any one of a number of other, 
better varieties available from 
the same establishment that 
sells you the transplants.

ComFree says Alberta is a resilient place 


Warnings from central Canadian analysts 
that Alberta homeowners should prepare 
for a housing price shock don’t reflect the 
reality here on the ground, says Scott Bol¬ 
linger, licensed associate broker at ComFree 
Commonsense Network. 

“You can’t open a national paper without 
a bank economist or analyst saying grave 
things about the health of the Alberta hous¬ 
ing market. But the truth is much different,” 
Bollinger says. 

“Yes, listings are up year-over-year, and 
sales are down. But prices in both Alberta’s 
big cities are steady, and that tells me that we 
remain a resilient place.” 

Bollinger says central Canadian observ¬ 
ers are seeing the recent massive drop in oil 
prices and inferring that housing prices are 
sure to follow. 

“I don’t buy that. Albertans are an opti¬ 
mistic bunch. We’re used to economic cycles, 
and precipitous drops in the price of our 
major commodity. As long as people still hold 
well-paying jobs and interest rates remain 
at historical lows, home sellers aren’t going 
to react in a manner that would drive prices 
down,” he says. 


Bollinger did allow that the one thing that 
could trip up Albertans’ usual optimism is 
jobs. 

“If oil prices stay in the tank, and Calgary’s 
big downtown towers cut staff, and Edmon¬ 
ton’s oil field services giants shed workers, 
that could impact the housing market’s 
stability. That said, there are encouraging 
signs that oil prices have seen the worst of 
it,” he says. 

Bollinger says there may be pockets of 
weakness in the meantime: In apartment- 
style condos and, on the other end of the 
spectrum, some luxury homes. In those 
categories, Bollinger says, it’s a good time to 
be a buyer. 

But overall, he said, there’s no reason yet 
for Albertans to follow the lead of panicky 
central Canadian observers. 

“Alberta home sellers regard the market 
like they do our crazy springtime weather: 

If you don’t like the conditions, wait a while. 
It might get worse before it gets better, but it 
will get better eventually.”

New-look Oilers plan 
be ginning of turnaround

Over a span of 32 days, the Ed¬ 
monton Oilers won the right to 
draft Connor McDavid, put for¬ 
mer Hockey Canada president 
Bob Nicholson in charge, hired 
Peter Chiarelli as general man¬ 
ager and Todd McLellan as coach. 

It’s hard to imagine an NHL 
team enjoying a better off-ice 
month than that. 

But the work is just begin¬ 
ning for the new-look Oilers 
organization that’s trying to 
not only end a playoff drought 
dating to 2006, but build a per¬ 
ennial contender. With winning 
management and coaching in 
place, the next moves belong 
to Chiarelli at and around the 
NHL draft and into free agency. 

Chiarelli talked about new 
ideas and philosophies and said 
he didn’t feel the need to tear 
down the roster and rebuild. 

“There are a lot of good foun¬ 
dation blocks here, which is 
one of the reasons I chose to 
work here and it’s one of the 
reasons Todd chose to work 
here,” Chiarelli told reporters 
in Edmonton on Tuesday after 
introducing McLellan. “It doesn’t 
necessarily mean you have to 
completely flip your roster. It’s 


about philosophically how you 
play.” 

McLellan’s philosophy, which 
comes from the Detroit Red 
Wings’ school, should help. Still, 
the Oilers will have some differ¬ 
ent key pieces when they open 
the 2015-16 season. 

The most likely place is in 


goal, where Viktor Fasth, Ben 
Scrivens and Richard Bachman 
combined for a league-worst 

Former 
GM Craig MacTavish’s moves to 
acquire Fasth, an unrestricted 
free agent July 1, and Scrivens, 
who has a year left, failed.
